Held in Executive Session 
until the final hour, the 
negotiations of the City of 
Sierra Madre and its Police 
Department Sworn Officers 
was ,not devulged until at 
the end of the Council ses¬ 
sion on Tuesday, July 10, but 
becomes retroactive to July 
1, 1979. 

The negotiations between 
the Sierra Madre Peace Of¬ 
ficers Association and the 
City were held in good faith 
with meet and confer held 
at regular intervals, which 
supposedly ended with the 
Peace Officers Association 
accepting the City's offer on 
July 10. 

All sworn Officers will re¬ 
ceive an immediate Increase 
of nine per cent in their 
pay, retroactive to July 1, 
and will maintain that sche¬ 
dule until January of 1980, 
when an additional four per 
cent will be added and take 
them through until January 
5, 1981. 

One other important fac¬ 
tor in the negotiations was 
the two per cent per year 
to age 55 retirement pack¬ 
age. Some other fringe bene¬ 
fits were granted in the 
field of medical insurance 
but were not announced. 

The increase in salary v.’as 
given by a 4 to 1 vote. Coun¬ 
cilman Thomas Edward s 
voting no on the increase, 
but not for the reason that 
he did not believe they de¬ 
served the increase. 

In discussion with Coun¬ 
cilman Edwards after the 
session, he stated that the 
City budget now under con¬ 
sideration showed, a definite 
shortage of receipts over 
estimated expenditures and 
that thousands of dollars 
needed for the increases was 
not evident to him as to 
where the funds may come 
from, hence he had to vote 
no in his belief to protect 
the taxpayers from a deficit 
budget, or one that would 
take away vital services to 
take care of the increase in 
employee salaries. 
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When the pod starts to 
Ju.st quiwer a little you 
know there must be life 
within. Although the elec¬ 
tion for City Counscil is still 
some nine months away, 
and the filing date is the lat¬ 
ter part of December . . . 
you can definitely see quiv- 
vering in the political pod.

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Nature Notes’^

Thinking back to last 
week, a thought came to 
mind that should have come 
up while I was on the sub¬ 
ject of wild parrots. 

Point Fcrmin! Have you 
ever been there? If you have 
visited its par.k near the 
cliffs and the old Ugfithouse 
. . . then the words "Pt 
Fermin” and “wild parrots” 
would definitely ring the 
bell! 

I believe Pt. Fermin is the 
place, where, years ago, a 
pair of parrots were either 
released there, or had es¬ 
caped to the shady, com¬ 
fortable sanctuary of that 
green park overlooking the 
Pacific. 

The point I am making is 
that .since the original par¬ 
rots arrived, probably hun¬ 
dreds now reside In the 
leafy branches of the park’s 
graceful trees. 

Apparently, everyth 1 n g 
they need in their lives . . , 
correct habitat and climate, 
enough of the right kind of 
food, and absence of preda¬ 
tors . . . everything seems 
to be there to make their 
lives comfortable! So, there 
is no reason for them to 
leave. Tire result is that a 
new animal has been intro¬ 
duced Into a particular habi¬ 
tat — a hapitat that pre¬ 
viously got along fine with¬ 
out parrots. I am wondering 
if it threw off the balance 
of Pt. Fermin’s ecosystem. 
Of course, without some sort 
of study we will never know. 
In nature, something is al¬ 
ways effected by something 
else, no matter how remote 
or indirect! Influ e n c e s, 
though subtle or even unde¬ 
tected, are nonetheless there! 

However, scientists an? 
often -aware of the dilema 
an ecosystem faces when a 
“foreigner” is introduced. 
Not too many years ago 
some pot shops in Florida 
imported a strange animal 
from Southeast Asia called 
the “walking catfish.” To the 
dismay of Florida’s wildlife 
biologists, some of these 
weird fish escaped into near¬ 
by freshwater ponds. Be¬ 
cause of their unique ability 
to “walk” (hobbling on front 
fins across land from one 
pond to aother — breathing 
air through specialized gills 


. . . and because of this cat¬ 
fish’s extreme aggresiveness, 
they are depleting Florida’s 
freshwater ponds of their 
native fish, pushing out such 
species as bass an-d bluegill! 
In many ponds the walking 
catfish is the dominant fish. 
And all this because an exo¬ 
tic animal had been im¬ 
ported and then escaped into 
cne of our nautral environ¬ 
ments! I can’t help but won¬ 
der what indiginous birds at 
Pt. Fermin have been re¬ 
placed by the imported par¬ 
rots !

We’re Not Surprised 


The president of the California Trial Lawyers Associa¬ 
tion on June 29 called the conduct of S ate Insurance Com- 
misisoner, Wesley Kinder, “shameful” and accused the 
commissioner of dereliction of duty. 

Sanford M. Cage, head of the largest state trial bar 
in America, declared “It was bad enough when the in¬ 
surance commissioner refused to gather information show¬ 
ing how' much insurance companies benefited from in¬ 
creased profits by the passage of Proposition 13. These 
enormous profits, which are estimated by a Ralph Nader 
a.ssociate to be as much as $100 million, should be returned 
to consumers in the form of reduced insurance premiums," 
said Gage. 

“It was worse still when the Department of Insurance 
refused to provide information concerning Insurance com¬ 
pany ‘red lining’ practices so that it required a Court action 
to compel the commissioner to investigate excessive land 
discriminatory rating practices. 

“But the last straw was the commissioner’s effort to 
favor the insurance industry and destroy the consumer’s 
right to enforce California’s Unfair Claims Practices Act,” 
he noted. 

Gage called it "incredible” that in the face of 20,000 
citizens’ complaints each year, the Department of Insturance 
has never filed, miuoli less successfully prosecuted, a single 
case against an insurance company for violating the Un¬ 
fair Claims Practices Act. 


Long-term Bailout 


After one day of conference committee meetings on 
AB 8 (Greene), the Proposition 13 bailout of local govern¬ 
ment. all committee members agreed to puah for a long¬ 
term ratlier than a repetition of a one-year bailout. The 
goal is to cut the Assembly-passed long-term plan by 
at least $2(K) million to $4.9 billion. The bill faltered In 
the Srmate after it was saddled with amendments for 
expensive program increases by the school lobby. 

The central feature of the plan Is the allocation of 
$800 million or one-third of school property taxes to cities, 
counties and special districts. School property tax losses 
would be replaced by state aid. 

Comments from the committee June 27 indicated a 
cx>nsensus for supjjort of allocation of increased propertj’ 
taxe.s from new construction to the local agencies which 
must provide the services. 'This ‘situs basis” of tax al¬ 
location i* deemed critical to commercial and Industrial 
growtli. 

If the conforeni*e committee fails to produce an ac¬ 
ceptable long-term plan, SB 186 (Rodda), another one- 
year bailout plan, is waiting Ln Assc'mbly Ways and Means 
for that purix).se. 

Tlie committ<'e’s task is complicated because of nn- 
<er,alnty over the state’s revenue future. There is a fear 
that the state’s $2.2 billion June 30, 1979 surplus, generated 
over a period of years, may cause the legLslature to enact 
a local relief plan greater t’haji that which can be sus- 
talncMi over time without a tax increase. A lack of finan¬ 
cial data from local government compounds the uncer¬ 


tainty.

which your husband is eli¬ 
gible. 

Your insurance company 
would undoubtely argue that 
this is entirely proper since 
they ha'^e no guarantee that 
your husband will not iLse 
the ca’’. 

Unfair as this may seem, 
your situation is better than 
that faced by women who 
are divorveed, especially in 
the beginning. They are of¬ 
ten left without insurance; 
Itecause the policy remains 
in the husband’s name, even 
if both contributed to the 
premiums. After divor c e, 
women are often forced to 
apply for auto insurance 
and. as new cu.stomers. may 
be subject to higher prem¬ 
iums since divorce places 
them in higher risk cate¬ 
gories. A study by the Penn¬ 
sylvania Insurance Depart¬ 
ment found that w’omen are 
denied Insurance on the 
basis of divorce more often 
than men. although divorced 
men, too, have difficulties.
